his Divine Word, and holy Ordinancesz we 
have faſhioned our (crvice according to that 
pattern he hath lefr us in the Scriptures, we 
have cloſely adhered to the purity, and ſims» 
plicity of the Chriſtian Doctrine, We can- 
not give that honor and glory to the crea»

C. Whereby ſhall 1 try them ? 

M. By the Scriptures, Fohn 5. 39. Adis 
17-11. . 

T I am unlearned, and the Scriptures are 
bard to be underſtood. 

M. There are indeed many things in them, 
hard to be underſivod, 2 Pet. 3. 16, but 
ſuch things as are neceſſary to be known of all 
to ſalvation, are plainly ſet down, Prov.8.g, 
The meaning of which place is this ; 

The Word of God in points neceſlary to 
ſalvation, is caſic unto all that have a de- 
fire unto it. Turn to the places of Scrip» 


* ture, added to cvery anſwer of the Cate- 


chiſm, and you- ſhall find this to be moſt 
truc, 

C. Is there no other way and means, whereby 

80 try and know the truth and the true profeſ- 
fors ? 

' M. Yes, it may be done even by the aforc- 
{aid grounds of Religion. Whatſoever Do- 
Qrinc is agrecable thereunto, is true,and to be 
received ; but whatſoeyer is contrary to the 
(ame, is falſc, and to be rcjeted ; but what- 
loever 
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ſoever is contrary to the ſame, is falſe, andito 
be rejected. As many as do ſincerely and 
ſoundly imbrace, profeſs, and praGtiſe; the; 
ſame, they are the Catholick Church, (that is, : 
parts and members of the Catholick Church ) 


and true Catholicks indeed. But ſuch as: * 


teach, profeſs, and practiſe things contrary. 
thercunto, are not the Church, nor true Ca» 
tholicks. Car24g 

C. The Papiſts ſay, that 1hey , only ave #be 
true Church, and true Catholicks , aud that we, 
are not. 

M. So the Jews cried ; * The Temple of 
the Lord; Þ We are the ſecd of Abrabam : 
the children of God, ®* Jerem. 7.4. > Fobn 
8.33, 4ls 

Bar Chriſt told them they were the chile 


dren of the Devil, Fobn 8. 4 


C. Are not the Popiſts ow good Corbelics > 
M, No, but rather groſs Hereticks. | 
C. IV bat is an Heretick ? 

M. One that doth erre in any. fundamens» 
tal point of Chriſtian Religion, and doth ab- 
ſtinately teach,maintain,and defend the ſame. 

C. Do the Papiſis erre in the fundamental 
points of Religion ? 

M. They do teach and maintain many 
falſe opinions, againſt the very grounds of 
Religion 3 as by and by ſhall be ſhewed in 
__ particulars. 

OY FT C, Art 
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C, Are all Papiſts then Heyeticks? 
M. No: for there are ( no doubt ) many of 


ahem that do erre of {i1mplicitie and igno- 
Mance, and which: would bc brought trom 


their errors it they had the means, namely, 
the Scriptures in their own language, preach- 
ing, catechizing, and the like. Wedo not 
therefore account them all Hereticks , but 
onely thoſe before mentioned. 

» C-- How do you prove that they are not good 
Cathoficks ? 

M. I prove it thus : They are good Catho- 
licks which are of ſound faith and good life, 
C Ang. lib. queſt. in Mat.cap. 11.) but Papiſts 
are ngither of ſound faith nor good life: there- 
fore they are no good Catholicks, 

-.C. How do you prove that they are not of 
ſonnd faith? 

: 'M. Even by the Apoſiles Creed( which 
may ſerve inſtead of a rule, whereunto the 
faith of all men ought to agree ) contrary 
whereunto they teach many things. 

C:' Shew me wherein? 

M. The Creed is a confeſſion of faith, con- 
taining the fum of the Goſpell , and of ſuch 
things as are neceſſary to be believed of all 
that will be ſaved. They have deviſed many 
other new Articles'ot Faith, bc{ides, and cone 
trarie-to the Articlcs of the Apoſiles Creed: 
which they hold necefſarily to be belieyed of 
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all that will be (avcd: As namely, Indulgences 
and a treaſuric of Saints merits, the reall pre- 
ſence, the Popes Supremacie, Purgatorie, and. -;; 
ſuch like, In the Council of Trext, the curlglth 
Anathema is pronounced upon all ſuch as des 
ny theſe or any of them, Maſter Perkins furſt * 
vol. Page 621, TheCrecd teacheth what eve- 
ry one in particular is to know and belicve; 
and a true faith cannot ſiand without certain 
knowledge. The Papiſts maintain an impli» 
cite or an ignorant faith; namely that it is e= 
nough to believe as the Church beleiveth; 
though they know not what theChurch is nor 
what the Church bcelieveth, And they com+- 
mend this faith by the example of an old de- 
vout father,a Colliar, who being tempted of 
the Devil,and asked how he believed; anſwer» 
cd, That he belicved as the Church believed ; 
being asked again how the Church believed, 
he anſwered, As I bclieve : whereupon the 
Devil (as they ſay) was fain to depart. 

C. It ſhowld ſeem it was but a ſimple Devil: 
for if be had been wiſe, he would have asked bim 
this queſtion, That if the Church believe that 
thou art a fool, what would the Colliar think 
you have anſwered then ? 

M.1 think he would have faid nothing : 
for if he ſhould have faid, 1 believe fo too, the 
Devil might then have begged him'for atfocl 
indecd, And yet ſuch fools arc the ſimple and 
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ignorant Papiſts, which content themſelves 
with this kind of faith : for thus one may rea» 


ſon with them; You are to belicve as the 


Church believeth: but the Church believes 


that you are fools: therefore you are to be- 
hieve ſo too. This their implicite faith, every 
one of himſelf may have. The Devils in ſome 
fence may be ſaid to have a better faith then 
this: for they know what is contained in the 
Scriptures, and believe it to be true, Mat. 4. 6. 
Jam. 2, 19. This fond and ridiculous kind 
of faith, is a notable means to nuzzle people 
in blindneſle, ſuperſtition, and perpctuall ig- 
norance: Apain, Faith is a certain and true 
pet{ſwaſion of the heart, whereby we are per- 
{waded, and in ſome meaſure aſſured of the 
forgiveneftc cf our fins, and etcrnall {alvati- 
on. The Papiſts ſay,it is preſumption to be aſſu- 
red of ſalvation, and will have men to doubt 
thereof: the which is contrary to tht nature 
of true faith, They call the certainty of remil- 
fion of fins, a faithleſs perſwahon : ang the 
faith of Devils, not of Apoſiles, Concil. Trid, 
Seſſ. 6.cap. 9. 12,13. Rhem, Annot. 1. Core 
9. Sea. 9.

| Fecond and third Article is deſcribed and ſet 


orth unto us, both the perſon and -office of 
pur Mcdiator.namely thathe is both God and 
an, a Prophet, Pricſt, and King. 
Concerning, his Perſon, although in words 
hey confeſs him to be God and man, yet in 
deed they deny- it: for they aſcribe to hima 
body inviſible and infinite:they teach that he 
s corporally preſent in infinite places at once, 
hich is proper onely to God, and contrary 
o the nature of a true body. And ſo in effect 
they do even deny his Manhood, The Son 
of God is called Jeſus, becauſe he is a Savi- 
our, yea the onely and perfe& Saviour which 
faveth us from our fins ; That is, hath ddi- 
vercd us not only from the blame, or guilti» 
nſcs.but fully allo from the puniſhment due to 
our (ins, Mat. 1,21. Ads 4. 12. Heb. 7, 25. 
The Papiſts teach, that there muſt alſo 
ſome (atisfa&ion of our own come*to make 
up our perfe& Redemption, Concil. Trid, Seſſ. 
14.6, 8, Can. 11. 15. They will not be ſaved 
only by Jcſus Chriſt, but by the merits alſo of 
Saints, their own merits, Popes pardons, 
&c. yea, they aſcribe that to others, which 1s 
proper to Chiift alone, and (o conſequently 
209 | make 
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make them their Saviours. As for example, 

They aſcribe to S. Francis the fame titles, 
properties, power, and the very ſame office 
due to Jcſus Chriſt, and in all reſpedts they 
make him like to Chriſt : wkatſocver Chritt 
dis, that ( as they fay) did S, Francis, And 
what is this .in cffe, but to make him their 
Saviour? That they. do aſcribe the former 
things to S. Francis, is to be ſeen in a book 
written On purpole, to ſhew the conformitty 
between him and Chriſt, called the conformi» 
ty of Francis, the which hath bin confirmed 
by the authority of the Church of Rome, 
Pope Gregory the Ninth, enjoined the faithful 
to hold, and hrmly to believe the things 
taught in the ſaid book concerning S. Fran» 
cir, and that he ſhould be puniſhed as an Here» 
tick, that would think the contrary. Confor, 
F. 2. lib, 1. Fol. 3. 

C. To whom elſe ds they aſcribe that which 
7s proper to Jeſas Chriſt # 

M.To the Virgin Mary. They deſcribe her 
nature by her name ( Mari, ) conlifting of 
hive letters. and theſe (as they Tay ) do import 
the tive offces to be exerciſed by her toward 
us. The firlt is Maternitatis. of Mother hood; 
tipnificd by che letter M; for the (. as they lay) 
is the Mother of mercy through whom. we 
obtain mercy.

fed by the letter 4: which reprelenteth Arcam 
theſauri, the cheit of treaſure : for in her, as 
they lay, we (hall hnd an inhnite treaſurg of 
the wiſdom and grace of God. Her third of- 
tice is, Diretiionis and eubernationis,of direction 
and governing by example of her life, This 
is imported by the letter R and therefore ſhe 
is named Regina, the Queen. Her fourth of+ 
hce is, Jacnlationis & repulſionis inimicorium, 
of flinging and repelling back of encmies: fig- 
nified by the letter I, and therefore they pray 
thus to her : Tre nos ab hoſie protege, & hora 
mortis ſuſcipe, Protc& thou us from the enc+ 
mie, and receive us at the hour of death. 

Her laſt office is Advocationis, of Advoca- 
tion, imported by the letter 4, From whence 
they pray thus: Oour Advocate, turn thy 
mcrcitul eyes unto us. And what doe they 
hercin, but even placc her in the room of Je« 
ſus, and wake her their Saviour ? Theſe be 
the very words of Frier IJobn Vignerius.( a 
Do@tor, yea, and a publick protcfſor of Divi- 
nity among them ) in his Inſtitutions to his 
Catholick Theologie, Cap. 20. Sed. g. Fol. 2 1 
4. And hercin he 1s like to ſuch as can make 
bells ro ſound, evcn what pleaſcth their phan+ 
taſtical brain, and as beſt may feed their ſuper» 
ſtitious humours. 


Further they ſay, That ſhe is the original

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and forgivencſs,our hope, our falvation,reſur 
region, &c. Yea, that toher it is given tc 
bruiſe the Serpents head that ſhe hath done it, h 
and procured that peace between God and 
man, which no man could procure, Vigueri-

Lib.1. Is not this to make her a Saviour ? 

C. Surely yes, and I think it moſt horrible 
blaſphemy, 

M. Account you this blaſphemy? what ſay 
you then to that which Caroles Seribanins, a 
Teſaite, hath, written of her? As namely, Firſt, 
that the milk of Mary may come into compa» 
riſon with the blood of Chriſt, Secondly, that 
that the Chriſtian mans Faith may lawtully 
fake hold on both as well as one. Thirdly, 
that the belt compound for a ſick ſoul, is to 
mix together hcr milk and Chriſts blood, 
Fourthly, that the fins and ſpiritual diſeaſes 
of the foul, arc cured as well by her milk, as 
by his Blood. Fifthly , that her milk 
and the merit and vertue of it, is more pre» 
cious and excellent than Chriſts blood, Theſe 
moſt horrible blaſphemics, with many ſuch 
like, are to be found in the aforeſaid IcluitesY.. 
book: which M. C. hath put into Engliſh, and}-p 
ſufhciently anſwered,calling, it ( The Feſwites 
Goſpel.) Bcſides all theſe things, in a book 
called the Ladies Pſaiter, they have put out 
the word Lord, and put in the Word Lady,

C. Theſe Books were written long agone, and 
'S$! may be that they are How rejefied by the Pas 
pits. 
oy The lattcr of them was indeed written 
ong, agone, but is not rejected,but ſtand un- 

ontrouled, or rather defenged by the Jeſu 
tes, and thoſe of the principall. The former 
was written but lately. And whereas both 
he Author and his book ( as M. C. faith) des» 
erved the fire and halter, it was fo farre from 
being miſliked in the Romane Synagogue, or 
any wayccnl(ured, that the book hath bin re- 
printed, and the Author and his book fiand 
*"Fenrouled, approved.,and commended( in their 
great Volumes ſet out for that purpoſe ) for 
good and Catholick. As they place S, Francis 
and the Virgin Maryin Chrilts room, fo de 
"Fthey che Pope allo : aſcribing that to him 
which is proper unto Ieſus Chriſt, and may 
not (without blaſphemy ) be aſcribed to any 
creature, They lay that the Pope is the Sun; 
The Church the Moon. The Pope is the 
Bridegroom: the Church the Bride, The, 
Pope is the head : the Church the Body, And 
what is this, but to place the Pope in the 
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room of Jeſus Chriſiz and even to ſay that 
1 the Pope is Chriſt ? Confor. F. 2.1; 2.fol., 10, * 
| That they do thus place 5. Francis, the Virgin 
Mary, and the Pope in Chriſts room, and (0 
make them Saviours, is more at large, and 
ſufficiently proved ( out of their own writers) 
in a little Treatiſe (ſet forth by M. Thamas 
Rogers, in the year 1589. )intituled, An biſto- 
ricall Dialogne of Antichriſt and Popery

C. Hitherto you bave ſhewed, bcw the Sou 
of God is called [eſus, becauſe be is a Saviour, 
##d bow the P apilts do place others in bis room. 
Now ſhew me alſo wby he.is called Chriſt, and 
what that title fionifieth, 

M. Chrift {ignitieth, Anointed, which title 
{etteth forth his office: namely, that he is our 
only true Prophet, Prie(t, and King. 

C Do they teach any thing contrary bereunto, 

M. They do even deny this office of his, 
and ſo conſequently deny the truits of his com- 

' Ing in the ficlh, r. ob, 4. 3. 

C. Shero me wherein they deny his Off ce. 

M-: Chriſt is a Prophet to teach his Church, 
and to reveal the will of God unto us, to 
whom all arc to hearken, Mat.17, 5, lob, to, 
27. Ad,3,22,23, And this he hath perfealy 
done in the Scriptures. | 

They preferred their own blind traditions 


before the Scriptures; they lay afide the 
Scrip» 
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Ccriptures , accounting and calling them 
dumb Jedges, A nole of Wax, The black 
Goſpel: Inken divinity, &c. Piggins Contr, 
3. de Eccl; Hierarch, lib. ;. cap. 3. A certain 
Popiſh DoQor reaſoning with M. Tindal, was 
not aſhamed to lay, that we were better to 
be without Gods Law then the Popes. They 
likewiſe fet up Images to be Lay-mens 
books, and (ſo in all this they deny by conſfe- 
quence his Propheticall office, Chriſt is alſo 
a Pricſt and that for ever, after the order of 
Melchiſedec, Heb, 7. 24. And in this his Of- 
fice he hath none to ſucceed him, They ac» 
knowledge not this,but maintain {ill an ouc« 
ward and corporall Prieſthood, to offer up an 
outward Sacrifice, even Chriſt himſclf, Rhem. 
on Heb. chap, 7. 7. Sei. 7.8. 

C. If this were true, why then the Prieſt were 
become a Mediator between God and Chriſt: the 
which is moſt abſurd, to think that any creature 
ſhould be ſuch a one, 

M. It is indeed moſt abſurd; and yetin 
the very Canon ot the Maſs they intimate this 
much, when they requeſt God.to accept their 
gitts and offerings ( namely, Chriſt himſelf 
oftered ) as he did the Sacritices of Abel and 
Noa. And which is more abſurd then this, 
( yea blaſpbemy tor any to aflirm ) they by 
their {ormer doctrine ) do make the Prieſt to 
be more worthy in ſome reſpes then Chriſt: 

tor 
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for the perſon that doth offcr a ſacrifice, is of ' 
more worth and honour then the thing which 
he offcreth; but the Prielt ( as they fay ) offe- 
red up Chriſt to God his Father : therefore 
the Pricſt that offercd him, is of more worth 
and honour than Chriſt, whom he offtereth, 

As Chriſt is a Pricſt, ſo He alone ( and 
that but once for all ) offered hiryſelf : and 
by his own offcring once offered, hath made a 
full and perfc& ſatisfaction for all our fins, 
Heb. 9g. 12,14,26, 10,14, 18. They teach, 
that in the Mals, there is dayly a Sacrifice of- 
fered for the fins both of the quick and the 
dead; and fo they make Chriſts Sacrifice not 
to be the pertc& and onely Sacrifice of the 
New Tecltament, but (ct up another in the 
ſtead thereot. 

C. They ſay that their ſacrifice is not a new 
ſacrifice, or anotber from Chriſts : but that it is 
the ſame, 

M. The Author to the Hebrews teacheth, 
that Chrilis lacritice neither may, nor ought 
to be reiterated and repcarcd: tor as it is but 
one, ſo it was but once vitered, And this 
word ( OQace) he uſeth tive (everal times, Heb, 
7.27,9, 12,26, 29, 30. 

©, 1beyſay that Chriſt indeed was offered 
but once after a bloody manner, but he is often 
effered after an unbloody manner. 

M. This diliivtion of theirs 1ath no war 

eant 
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rant out of Gods Word: nay rather it is'di> 
rely againſt che Word : for Heb. g. 22. it 
is ſaid, Almoſt all things are by the Law, pur+ 
ged with blood:and without heddinglof blpod 
is no remithion. From whence. we may thus 
reaſon, Without ſhedding of bloud is nb re+ 
million : but in the Maſs is not ſhedding, of 
bloud : therefore no remiſhoun. | And aye 
fore it is no (acrifice for (in; 

CG Though this their diftinfiion be not bo be 
found in the Scriptures, yet it is in the writings 
of the Fathers. 

M. The Fathers indeed make mention-of 
unbloudy Sacrifices : but they hereby under+ 
ſtand not outward and bodily Sacrificesrfog 
fin, but the Spirituall Sacrifces of Chriftians4 
and they fo call them, in comparing »thead 
with the bloudy facritices of the Law,manth 
with Chriſts bloudy Sacrihice. -ftin2ce 

C, The Papiſts do not ſay that the Sacrifice of 
the Maſi is an expiatorie, but an applicatorie 
Sacrifice : that is, it ſerves not properly to. make 
any ſatisfaction to God, but rather to apply nutd 
us the ſatisfattion of Chri) t already made? +1: 111 

M. Their doGrine is, that it is a Sacrifieg 
propitiatory; that is available to. obtains 
(ex opere operato,by the very work wrought 
remilthon and pardon of all thcir lins: ;yeag 
that it is available to obtain all other benetitsz 
as peace, health, and ſuch like, Contil: x5

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957. 2.2, can... Bellar, lib 1. de Miſſ: cap.25, 
Iih 2, cap. 3- Butlet it be ( as you fay ) that 
they account it.-but an applicatory ſacrifice, 
bet this maketh nothing for them. The Sacri- 
tices of the Lawdid ferve to apply the vertue ' 
of Chrilts Crofs: and yet the Apoſtle exclud- . 
dtiechem by this reaſon; that where there is 
remillion of (ins there is no more Sacritice , 
Heb. 10-18. Wherefore it the Apoſtles reaſon 
by pobd, it concludeth alſo againſt-their $2- 
erfi8e applicatory. Again, the Apoſtle teach- 
cth, that therefore the Sacrifices of the Law 
ieenbolithed by the death ot Chriſt; becaule , 
they were but ſhadowes of good things to 
gohfe, and could not make the offerers per» 
ſe, &c- Heb, 10.4,2,3. Andthercfore, this 
kind» of apptying/ ſacrifice ( which they fain 
thimfelves dhathvcealed. We need not now a 
Sacrifice for the application ot Chriſt death: 
for-Chriit to rat! end hath appointed the 
predching of 'the -'Word, and hath inſtituted 
Sacraments, whereby his death, with all the 
banetits thereof; are molt truittully applicd un- 
fo us, Gat 3, 1.1 Cor. Its 26, Again, this 
evir applying (acritice, 15 againſt the nature 
efig Sacramcnt, in which God gives Chrilt 
Wito.us:; whereasnn a ſacrifice God receives 
WO tnan, and'man gives fomthing to God. 

£23C. The ancients Fatb:rs uſed to call the 
Bupper of the Lord, a Sacrifice: it ſhould ſeers 
att | there. 
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therefore, that there is ſome ſacrifice offened 
therein t» God. 

M. It is true that they called it ſo: not 
that Chriſt is therein offered a Sacrifice to God, 
but in other reſpe&s. Firſt becauſe that theres» 
in there was an offering and giving of. Alms, 
Bread, Wine, &c. which are a {pirituall Sa- 
crifice. Secondly, they called the Sacrament,a 
Sacrifice, not properly, but hguratively: bee 
cauſe there was therein a repreſentation of 
that Sacrifice which was offered' upon the 
Croſs, and becauſe it is a commemoration 
of Chriſts body, which he offered for us, and 
of his bloud which he (hed for us, Thirdly: ft 
is called a Sacrifice, becaule it is an applt- 
cation of the Sacritice offered upon the Croſy, 
unto our ſelves. Fourthly, It is {o called, be- 
caule of the facritice of prayers and: thank(pgi- 
vings: and becauſe in the Lords Supper we 
offered our ſelves unto God to be conſecrated 
unto him, and ſerve him in body and foul. 

C. Ihat is then your opinion of the Popifþ 
Maſs ? 

M. It is an abridgement of all Superſtition 
and Idolatry : there is iry it adoration dire&- 
ed'to bread ; there is ( as they (ay ) the body 
ot Chrilt offered really in a ſacrifice of propi- 
tiation: which which was neyer offered but 
once with ſhedding of blood, There is adora- 
tion of ſtocks and tones, invocation of dead 

G4 meng 
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men, ſaying of Maſſes to the honour of Saints 
and Angels, worſhipping of dead mens bones, 
and ſuch like abominations. 

C, If the bl be ſuch an Tdoll, and fo cone 
trary to Chriſts ſacrifice, whence bad it then its 
firlt beginning? 

M. The Maſs had this originall: Firſt, the 
Lords Supper was celebrated in moſt fi ;mple 
and plain manner. Secondly, it began to ad- 
mit ſome increaſe of ceremonies,eſpecially the 
offrings for the dead, which was but a thank(- 
giving for them untill more then twe hun- 
dred years after Chriſt, Thirdly, prayers for 
the dead, got entrance into the Lords Supper 
about the year four hundred, and then came 
in Purgatory, and the redemption of ſouls 
from thence by Maſſes, M. Perkins 2. Vol. 
554+ 1. D, Again you are to know that Maſs 
is like a beggers cloak, patcht up with many 
pieces, whereof ſome were put in at one 
time, {ome at another, One Pope puts in one 
patch, another Pope puts in another; and it 
was not fully patcht,as now it is, till 'twelve 
hundred ycares attex Chriſt, Acts and Monu-+ 
ments, pag. 1274 Oc, And in the Canon of 
the Maſſe, there arc to be found a full half 
hundred of errours and blaſphemies, Synopſis 
Papiſmi , the 13. general controverlie, 
que/t.8, 

C, But bow ean the Maſs be folate and new, 
| ſeeing

even the form of their religious worſhip, And 
the Phraſe, Miſam facere, ({ uſed in ſome of 
the Fathers )doth not ſigmhe to fay the Po- 
piſh Maſs, but todiſmiſs ſome out of the af+ 
ſembly. After the Sermon the Catechumeniſts 
C that is, ſuch as learnzd the Catechiſm , 
and were not admitted to the Lords Supper) 
are diſmiſſed, Aud hereupon the Communi- 
on was called Miſſa figuratively, becauſe when 
it began, there wasa diſmiſhonof ſome, Per- 
kins 2. Vol. 552.2. D. 553. Synopſis Papiſmi, 
the 13-generall controverlic, Queſt.2, 
 C. I am ſatisfied tonching the Sacrifice of the 
Maſs , by which ( as I do now plainly per- 
ceive )they do even denie the Prieſthood, and the 
onely Sacrifice of Chriſt : I pray you now to ſhew 
me wherein elſe they denie his Prieſthood? 

M. Chriſis Pric(thood conſiſteth of two 
parts, Satisfation, and Interceſſion. As by 
his owne Sacritice once offcred, he hath made 
a perfe& ſatisfaction for our fins: fo he now 
continually maketh interceſſion to God for 
us, Rom. 8, 3 4. Heb. 7. 25. Papilts teach, that 
the Saints in Heaven doe make intercethon to 
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God for particular men, according to their 
ſeveral wants: and that having reccived par- 
ticular mens prayers, they preſent them unto 
God. And (o herein they do alſo deny the 
Office of Chriſts Prieft-hood , -Rbem. on 
Lake 16. Seft,q.on 2 Cor. 1..3. on 2 Pet. 1, 
Sed. 3. and in many other places. 

C. They ſay that Chriſt indeed is the only 
Mediator of Redemption ;, but the Saints are 
#lſo Mediators of Interceſſion , 

M. This is but an idle diftinQion : for 
Chriſt only is the Mediator as well of the one 
as the other. For in a true and ſufficient Me- 
diator, there muſt be theſe properties : firſt 
of all, the Word of God mult reveal and 
propound him unto the Church. Secondly, 
he muſt be perte&ly juſt, and ſuch a one, as 
in whom was no fin ever found, Thirdly, 
he muſt be a Propitiator, that is, bring ſome- 
thing to God, that may appeaſe and fatishe 
his wrath and juſtice for our tins. Now, 
thele three propertics are not to be tound in 
any creature, but in Chriſt alone : and there- 
'foxe he is the only Mediator of Interceſhon, 
as well as of Redemption , Perkins 1. Volum. 
603, 604. 

C.. Do they teach any thing contrary to the 
Kingly Office of Chrijt ? ; 

M. Yes, they teach that the Pope is Chriſts 
Vicar, and head pt the Cautch that hecan 

make 
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make Laws to bind thc confciencer, that. he, 
can make new Articles, and abvlith the gig's 
that he can diſpenic with all the precepts bath 
of the Old and New Teſtamcot: Aud fo here» 
in (and in many other (ucii like things) they 
deny the Kingly Office of Chat, 4 

C. It ſeemeth then to me (by tþis which you 
have ſaid ) that 1bough in words they .con+ 
feſs Chriſt, yet in. deed, and in truththey deny 

im, 

M, They do. ſo indeed : for whoſoever de- 
nicth the Office of Chriſt, ( fqr the-perfogm+ 
ance whercof he came in the fleſh) denigeth 
in effect, Chriſt to be come in the fleſh :.;but 
the Papiſts deny his Otace, therefore they 
deny him to be come in the ficſh : ando 
they are no good Catholicks, but rather, He» 
rcticks, 

C. What ſhould move the Church of Rome-in 
words to acknowledge Chrijt, and yet to deny bis 
Office ? | 

A, It makes much for her profit, and by 
this means they do the more calily deceive 
xcople. That their profit and advantage is 
the only end they aim at, appearet> by a molt 
blatphemous ſpecch of a Pope of Rome,” ( Leo 
the tenth ) who being fomewhat moved a» 
gainſt one of his Cardivals, for alledging; 8 
place againſt him 'out ot the Golpel concerns 
ing Chrilt , an{wercd him thus , Zrantuy

nobis profuit iſta fabula de Chriſio? O what 
advantage hath this fable of Chriſt brought 
us ? Sleydan de flaty Relig. &c, Reip. lib, x. 
They are herein much like to a Fowler, who 
ſpreading his net to catch Larks, hath ticd to 
his net an artificial Lark, a Lark in ſhew, but 
not indeed : This he cauſeth to move and tir ; 
the which the Larks perceiving, and thinking 
it to be a Lark- indeed, they tall down by him, 
and fo are caught in the net, So they have 
a Chrift in theix mouths, to draw people to 
them, but it is a counterfeit Chriſt. Or if 
it be the true Chriſt, yet they do it but as the 
Lark catcher doth, who many times hath in 
his net a true and living Lark indeed, but it 


. ts to deceive the Larks, and the more cahly 


to catch them in his net. So they prolels 
Chriſt, have his Word and Sacraments a- 
mong them, but.ir is only to deceive flinple

M. Yes, divers things: In the Article we 
profels to belicve,that Ciiritt was conceived by 
the holy Ghoſt: &-ſo he,& h- only was concei» 
yed without'Original tin. Theyteach,that the 
Virgin Mary was allo conceived withoutOrigi- 
\ : nal

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nal (in: agd that by this means it came to paſs, 
that Chriſt was free from all ſpot, Concil.Trid 
Seſſ. 5. cap. 1. de peccato originali, And (o 
herein they do altogether overthrow this ar+ 
ticle of Chriſts conception by the holy Ghoſt, 
to whoſe only power the Scripture doth im« 
pute Chriſts holineſs, and not the Virgin Ma+ 
ry, which was no leſs then all others concei- 
ved and born in fin, and did need Chriſt to 
be her Mediator as well as the reſt of man- 
kind. There was a long time a foul Riir in the 
Church of Rome, between the Dominicans and 
the Franciſcans about this point, Acts and Mo- 
numents, .732- It was the common opinion 
of Fathers and Writers until Lumbards time; 
( which was about the year 1150») that ſhe 
was conceived in Original fin, Perkins 2. Vol. 
5c<6. In the fourth Article we protels, that 
Chriſt ſuffered, &c. by which he hath made a 
full and perte& fatisfaction for the fins of his 
cle, and-tor the whole puniſhment thereof, 
both etcrial and temporal. 

The Papiſts reach, that Chriſt hath ſatisfied 
for {11s going betore baptiſm but concerning 


/ fins tollowing baptiſm,the fault is remitted by 


the paſſion of Chriſt,& the puniſhment(which 

of infinite is made finite ) is to be fſatished 

for, by mcn themſelves. cither here or in Pur» 

gatory ; that is, men themſclves muſt (atizhe

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ment of their offences, cither on earth or in 
Purgatory. 

There is (fay they) a certain infernal place 
in the earth, called Purgatory, in the which 
as in a priſon houſe, the fouls which were not 
fully purged in this life, are there cleanſed 
and purged by fire, before they can be recei-+ 
ved into heaven : Bell. de Purgat, lib, 1. cap.1, 
O& cap. 3. lib. 2. cap. 6, Rhem, on 1 Cor. 3, 
Sed. 4+ 

They fay alſo, thatit is an Article of Faith, 
to believe that there is a Purgatory 3 and that 
he which belicves it nor, is ſure to go to hell, 
Bellar. ibid. l. t.c. 15. But this is fo far from 
being an Article of Faith,as that it is a mcer fa» 
ble, and contrary toan Article of Faith. The 
blood of Chrilt is the Purgatory of our fins, 
1 Fobny 1.7. Aficions are callcd the hery 
tryal, 1 Pet.1.7, 4.12. whereby we are 
cleanſed from our corruption, as gold is from 
the droſs by ire. No other Purgatory is to 
be found in Scriptures, The Scriptures 
mention but two ſorts of men, bclicvers, and 
unbelieversz and but two placcs aftcr this 
for them, heaven for the one, and hell for 
the other, Luk- 16.25,26. Fobn 3. 36, 


Revel. 20, 14,15, & 21.7, 5. They that die - 


in the Lord, rclt from their labors ; which 
cannot be true, if any of them go to Purga- 
tory, Theis works follow them,” that 15,the 


icward . 
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reward of their works, Revel. 14. 13. It any 
man ſhould have gone to Purgatory, then 
the thict upon the Croſs had gone thither, 
who repenting at his end, wanted time to 
make fatisfa&tion tor the temporal puniſh - 
ment of his fins : but Chriſt ſaid to him, To 
day ſhalt thou be with me inParadile, TheDos» 
&rine of Purgatory came into the Church,out 
of the Heathen Writerszfor the Philofophers 
and Pects were the firſt that ever wrote of 
it: and Popilh Purgatory was unknown to 
the Fathers many hundred years after Chriſt, 
Perkins, 2.Vol. 568, 56g. | 

C. If Purgatory be but a fable, contrary ts 
an Article of Faith, then what is the cauſe that 
the Church of Rome ſo ſtifly maintain it ? 

M. There is great cauſe why they ſhould 
ſo do, for it keeps inthe fire in the Popes . 
Kitchin ; for if the tire of Purgatory were 
not great, the fire in the Popes Kitchin 
would be but ſmalf; for, by this means 
they have fiore of Mony for Pardons, 
Maſſes, Diriges, and other tuch like Trum+ 
Pcrics.

C. Do they teach any thing elſs contrary t0 
the Creed 7 

M. Yes, The fixth Article faith , that 
Chritt aſcended into Beaven, &c. 'and the 
ecrtptures lay, that the Heavens mult contain 
him

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him, &c. Ads 1.11. & 3.21. They teach 
contrary hereunto, namely, that Chriſt is 
corporally preſentin the Sacrament, and that 
in many places at once: The which is con» 
trary to the nature of a true body, and cons 


. trary to the nature of the Sacrament, which is 


a remembrance of Chriſt. Virgiliu againſt 
Ematychas, lib, 4. (aith thus: When it (that 
is, the fleſh of Chriſt ) was on carth, it was 
not in Heaven : and becauſe it is now in Hea» 
ven, itis not on Earth. This is the Catho- 
lick Faith and confeſhon. It is an Article 
of Faith to believe the Catholick Church: and 
faith is the evidence of things not ſcen, Heb, 
11.1. Therefore the Catholick Church is al» 
ways unto the world inviſible, and not to be 
eſpicd but by the eyes of Faith: becauſe 
things ſecn are not believed. The Papiſts 


. teach that the Catholick Church is, and hath 


been always vitible. Rhem. on Mat 5. Sefi.z, 
The Church is ſaid td be Catholick, that is, 
pniverſal , becauſe it is not tied to any one 
ſpecial place, but is ſpread abroad over the 
tace of the carth. They tie it to Rome alone, 
whioh can bc but a particular Church, and not 
Nniverſal, In the Church there is a Com- 
munion of Saints: and thele are they that 


are ſaniticd by the blood and Spirit of + 


Chrilt, having the perfect holineſs of Chriſt 


put upon them, by imputation of Faith, and 
the 
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the quality of imperfe@ holineſs poured into 
their heart by the {pirit of {anctification. And 
ſuch are the Faithtul hece on earth, 1 Cor.1.2, 
Pſal. 16. 2+ 

The Papiſts acknowledge none to be Saints, 
but ſuch as arc in heaven, They teach that 
tne Pope can canonize Saints ; whereas to 
make one a Saint, is only the work of God, 
1 Cor. 11, The Pope hath canonized many; 
that indeed were never true Saints of God, 
but wicked men, and rank Traitors to their 
Princes, as Becket, with many others, 

This canonizing, of Saints was never heard 
of with the Fathers, until the year Eight 
hundred and cighty, and then Adrian took 
up this authority. And Alexander the Third, 
after him, contirmed it in his decrecs. 

In the Creed we profels to believe the for- 
giveneſs of (ins, that is, I believe that God, 
tor Chriſt his ſake, doth trecly forgive the fins 
of his Ele&, and my {ins allo. And herein 
conſiſteth our juſtification, namely, in this 
free forgiveneſs of our ſins, and the imputa- 
tion of Chriſts righteouſneſs to us, The Pa» 
piſis teach many things contrary to this Ar» 
ticle, Firſt, That men are to make fati(- 
facion for their fins. Now, f(atisfaQion for 
, tins, and forgivenel(s of fins, are contraries, 
If we fatisfie in our own perſon, we are not 
zuſtificd fxcely:it we be juſtitted freely (as moſt 

certainly 
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certainly we are, Rom. 3.23.) then we make 
no fatisfaQion at all. It a man car. ſatishe 
and -pay a debt, then he needs no forgives 
neſs : but if the debt be forgiven him, - then it 
is plain, that there is no ſatisfaction made, 
The fatisfaQtion for our fins was made by 
Chriſt, and not by us. 

C. Did not the Ancient Fathers teach men 
to meke ſatisfattion for their ſin? 

M. The ſatisfaction which they maintain=» 
ed, was an Eccleſiaſtical and publick mul; 
or penalty impoſed upon notorious offenders, 
thereby to teſtifie their repentance, and to ſa- 
tisfie the -Church whom they had offended, 
Perkins, 1, Vol. 577, &c, 2. vol 165, 2. 
D. 166. 

The cfhcient cauſe of our juſtification, is 
God alone, It is God only that forgiveth our 
ſins, Eſay 43.25. Mark 2.7. Kom.S. 33. 
They tcach that the Pope can torgive ins, and 
we know that he gives pardons, not only for 
the time palt, bur alſo for the time to come : 
yea they teach that prieſts have right to remic 
fins, and they alledge theſe places to prove to 
it, Mattb.16.19. John 10.23. Now we arc 
to note this, that as none can forgive a dcbr, 
but the party to whom the debt is due : fo 
nove can torgive fins, but God only, againſt 
whom the (in is committed, Pſal, 51. 4. The 
power of binding and lo>fing committed Y 

ene 
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the Apoſtles and Miniſters of the Word, is, by 
declaring, the will and plealure of God out of 
his Word, both to pronounce forgiveneſs of 
fins to all that arc tfuly penitent : and the re- 
taining of them to the impenitent, The 
Pope and his Clergy arc never able to prove 
themſelves to be the true Miniſters of Chriſt ; 
and they cannot ſo much as challenge this lat- 
ter authority and power to themſelves, mwch 
l:(s the former which is proper to God only. 
The motive or impullive cauſc, which moved 
God to juſtitice us, was not anything in us, 
but only the grace of God, that is, the free 
good will and pleaſure of God, Rom. 3. 24. 
Epbeſ. 2.8. Tit, 3.5,7. They teach that we 
are not juſtified by grace only, but by works 
allo, that is, by the meri: of our works. And 
to this end they have { of late years ) deviſed 
a firlt and ſecond Juſtihcation. The filt js, 
when a linner ( of an evil man.) is madc a 
good man : and this ( they lay ) cometh 
only of Gods mercy by the merit of Chaitt, 
The ſecond is, when one ( of a good or jult 
man ) is made better and more jult : and this 
proceedeth trom works. 

But we are to know, that there arc 
not -two kinds of juſtihcation, a firſt and fg- 
cond; but one and the ſame jutiihcation, con- 
fidered in different reſpes. In reſpect of 
Gods actual acceptation of a mans perſon, 

juſti» 
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juſtification is abſolute : but in refpe& of the 
aQual application, and manifeſtation of 
Gods acceptation unto a mans conſcience, 
juſtication is by parts and degrees. Mas» 
ſter Scxdder on the Lords Prayer, pag. 303, 
to 390- 

And furthcr we are to note, that the Pa» 
piſts ſecond jultihcation, is no other then ſan- 
Qification, which is an effe& and fruit of 
juſtification ; the which is imperfect, and-aot 
able to jultific us before God. The material 
cauſe of our juſtification, is the ative and 
paſſive rightcouſneſs and obedience of Jeſas, 
Chriſt , his inherent holineſs, his fulhlling 


of, the Law, his death, facritice, and full fatif- 


taQion. 

The formal cauſe, or the form of juſtih- 
cation, is the righteouſneſs of Chriſt, impu- 
ted of God unto us, Rem. 5.19, Kom. 4, 5, 
6,7,8. 1 Cor. 1.30» 2 Cor. 5.19, 21, Phil, 
3.9-+ The Papilts deride this doCtine, that 
Men are juſtjtied by the imputation of the 
rightcouſneſs of Chriſt : which rightcouſncſs 
is not in us, but in Chriſt, The Khemilts call 
it a new no-juſtice, a phantalttcal apprehen+ 
lion of that whigh is not, Rhem, on Rom, 3. 
Sef, 7. Thcy hold them accurſed that to 
affirm and tezeh : And rhey teach, that the 
only formal cauſe ut our juttification, ts 
the juſtice of God , whercby . we are not 

| repus 
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tcputcd and accomited juſt, but are made 
jult indeed: and this juice is that which 
every man hath within himfclf, and is inhc- 
rent in him, Concil. Jrid. Sefl,6.can.10,113 
Kbem. on Phil, chap. 3-Sect, 3. The mniiru- 
mental caulc of jJuliitication, ON Our Part, 13A 
truc and lively faith, whereby we reccive and

Thcy teach, that faith doth not :uſtific, as 
an intirument in apprchending the rightcoul- 
rels of Chrilt, but as a proper and truc caule, 
it actually jultihcth by etc dignity, worthi-» 
zefs and meritorious work thereot, Bellar.l, x. 
ee jujiiſiczt. cap. 17. They teach allo, that 
taith i5 not the only caulc ot our jultihcation, 
but that thcre arc cher allo, as hope, charity; 
almf-dceds and other vertucs: yca, they fay, 
that works are more /rincipal thea faith, in 
the maftcr of jultifgcation ; and pronounce

And 
theretorz by the word ( frcely ) our merits 
are excluded, but not Chriſts.By which it ap- 
pearcth, that in reſpect of our {clves, we arc 
quſtihcd freely of Gods mcer mercy and grace, 
without any reſpect of our own righteouſneſs 
or worthineſs, but yet through Chriſt, and 
for his righteouſneſs and obedience imputed 
to us: both which are fignthed by the Apollle, 
Rom. 3.23, 24» 

C. Shew me (I pray you ) what # meant by, 
Merit, what the Dotirine of the Papilts is 
concerning merit, an4 whether that our works 
be meritorious, or #9. 

AM. By, Mcrit, we underſtand any thing, 
or any work, whereby Gods favor and lite 
cvcrlatiing, is precurcdsz and that for the 
dignity and exccllcncy ot the work or thing 
done, Now the true merit whereby we look 
to attzin the tavor of God, and life everlaſt+ 
in, 15 to be tound in the perſon of Chriſt 
alune, in whom God .s well pleaſed. The 
Pap ils 
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Papiſts make two kinds of merit : the meric 
ot the pcrſon, and the merit of the work, 
The merit ot the perſon is ( as they fay ) a 
dignity in the perſon, whereby it is worrhy of 
lite everlaſting. The mcric of the work, is a 
dignity or excellency in the work, wiereby 
it is made fit, and enabled to deſcrve a lite 
everlaſting for the docr of the werk, See 
Khem. on Rem. $. Sei, 5, We now dore- 
nounce our own pcr{onal merits, and all me» 
rit of our own works, ard rely only upon the 
merits of Chriſt, and we hold that no works 
of ours can merit. That no man by any 
works of his can merit, may be proved by the 
propertics and conditions that mult be in a 
work meritorious, and they are five. 

Firft, the work muft be ab{clutely per- 
fe& ; but all our works arc unperfect, as well 
in parts, as in degrees of accompliſhment. In 
parts, becauſe we omit many things which 
the Law preſcribeth, and do many evil 
things which ghe Law prohibiteth. In de- 
g'e:s, becauſe the works of the Saints arc un- 
c'ein, Eſay 46. 6, Vhil, 3. $. 

S-condly, a man mutt do the work of 
I ntc!t, and by himſelt: for if jt b: done by 
th: help of another, the merit doth not pro- 
perly belong, to the docr. But the good works 
W1ich we du, are wot ours, but are wrought 
by God in us. 
D 2 
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Thirdly, a man mult do the work. of his 
own tree-will and plcature, not oft due debt: 
tor whcn we do that which wc arc bound to 
dog we do no more but our duty, But 
whatſocver we do, we do it as poor dcbs 
torsz Wc arc milcrable Baukrapts, we have 
nothing; we have lels then nothing to pay, 
Luke 17+ 10. 

Fourthly, the work mu!t be done to the 
benefit and protit oft him from whom we 
look to be repayed. But nv man by avy work 
of his can bring, any protit unto God, John 
22. 2,3: 5,7. Eſal. 16. 2.50.12, We may 
benefit men, but we cannot benchit qur Ma- 
ker, from whom we have received lite and 
Iimb, foul and body, and all that wc have ; 
we can give him nothing., .and there- 
forc can dclerve nothing, from hum, om. 11,

Laiily, the work and the reward muſt be

M. Merit being taken in his proper ſenſe, , 
for due and juſt deſert, was never allowed of 
the ſound Profeſſors for a thouſand years after 
Chriſt, Perkins, 1.Vol. 574, 575. {ccord Volt, 
535, 536. Such thercfore as will be jullitied 
and ſaved by their own works, and challenge 
cternal life by thcir merits, do ſhew them. 
ſclves to” be moſt proud and unthankful per. 
ſons, and deſerve moſt juſtly to be condem- 
ned eternally, 

C. The Papiſts at their end, do» renounce their 
own merits, and profeſs that they Iogh to be ſa- 
ved only by the mcrits of Chrilt,

M, Surcly it is nothing <lIfc, hut a wheatcn, 
or breaden god, or rather an 1dol, nothing 
Inferior to Aarons Calf, or Ferohoams Calves,

11.6. yca, whatlocvcr 15 not of Faith, 
Is fin, 1com. 14 23. A true faith they have 
not, end thercture their works cannot be 
e0CU, and tuch as may plcaſe God. Fiat 
{icy have not a truc and found Faith, hath 
bb. hewed in many paryculars, and it tur» 
tiicr appcarcth allo in this, that tlicy ao even 
wiltully xczcct the mcans whacby it is 
wrought, uamcly, the preaching, heareng 
and rcading tic Word of God, They have 

not, 
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not, neither will they have the Scriptures to 
be ſoundly preached, read, and keard in 
their own tonguc. That they cannot abide 
to have them in their own Language, appcar- 
eth by this one example: One Panier a 
Town clark of London ( in the time of King 
Henry the Eighth ) hearing that the Scri- 
ptures ſhould be put into Engliſh, he ſpake to 
this <cffe&, and confirmed it with an Oath, 
viz, that if he knew that the Scriptures 
ſhould bc put into Engliſh, and that the King 
would have them to bercad in the Church, 
rather then he would live fo long to fee it, he 
would cat iis own throat : But ( as Hall 
Mith, who heard him ſpeak it ) he was not 
ſo good as his word : tor, inltcad of cutting 
his throat, he kanged himfclt. 

C. IWWhat is the cauſe that th:ycannt abide to 
bave the Seriptares 11 , beir own Lanouane ? 

M. $. Jobs gives the rc2in, For, cvcry 
one that doth evil hatech tac lights neither 
cometh to it, Iclt his deeds thould be ropro» 
ved and diſcovered, Jun 3.20 It tc Owl 
flicth abroad by day, the birds ty and by dis 
ſcern him, tollow him, avd tall upon hims 
and therefore he ftics abroad in the n:3ht.,and 
then he is quict. It the Scriptures fh:11]d be 
ſaffered to be cxponnd+d and read Cf all Na+ 
tions in their own Language, then that Owl 
ot Ryme'( the Pope 1 wican) with all his 

toolcrics 
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foolcries and abominations, would be diſcern» 
ed and diſcovered,and then the world would 
hate him, tollow after him, and perlecute 
him, ( even as the {mall birds do the Owl : ) 
and theretore they cannot abide the Scriptures

C. What ſay you then to their good workg, 
as building of Churches, giving of alms, 
ec ? 

M. Theſe and ſuch like works, required 
in the Law of God, in themſclves are good, 
and to be pradtiſcd ot all; but to them they 
are ( as the Fathers called the vertues of the 
heathen ) but ſplendida peceats, glittering 
drofs, and beautiful deformities, 

C. Do they teach any thing contrary to 
the moral Law, and to the Detirine of pad 
works £ 

M. They do both tcach,zand piacile many 
things d:rcaly contrary to Gods Command» 
ments. Thcy teach for good works, fuch 
things as ears net commanded , but rather 
forbidden 1n the Law of God, as namely, to 
po on Filgrimage, to vow fingle lite, to falt 
forty days and torty nights, &c. 

Firit , concerning, ict Pilgrimages unto 
certain Images : there was ngne ot the Fa- 
thers did fo much as dream ot them tor Six

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Six hundred years after Chrift at the leaf, 
Perkins, 2 Vol. pag.

Secondly, the necctiity of the vow of con» 
tinency was e(tabliſhed fhicity, and annexcd un» 
to Orders about Three hundred and eighty 
years attcr Chrilt, and that by Pope Siricins, 
But it had no univcrial admithon, until the 
time ot Pope Hildebrard, in the year 1c70.

C. Shew me, I praygyon + in part 'e«- 
lar what things they teach contrary to the Com- 
mandments ? 

M. I could plainly prove unto you, that 
they do both teach and practiſe many things 
contrary to every one of theCommand ments; 
but 1 will only d&t down the chicieit, and 
{uch as moſt men know co be true. 

The firt Commandment concerns the in- 
ward worſhip ot God : tne ground of which 
worſhip is the truc knowledge of God 3 and 
without which, none can truly worthipand 
ſerve him: tor ſuch as our knowledge js, 
ſuch is our worthip, 1 Chrox.28 9g.Pſal. g. 20. 
Jer. 9.24. The Papilts teach that Ignorance is 
the mother of devotion : but the truth is, it is 
the mother of ſuperſtition and Idolatry, Gal. 
4- 8, The Papilts-theretore being ignorant, 
and without the true knowledg of God, can» 
not truly worſhip him, but muſt needs be 
Icolaters, worſhipping they know not what. 
The tirſt Commandment requireth that we 
have the true Fehovs for-our only God, They 

E make 
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make Chriſts body to be God, becauſe they 
hold that it may be fn many places at once, 
which thing is psoper only to God, They 
make the Pope to be God, and that in plain 
words, Chriftopher Marcellus ſaid to the 
Pope, Thou art another God upon earth ; 
and the Pope took it to himſelf, Concil, Later. 
Seff. 4+ 

They give the power to the Pope,: which 
is proper to God, and {fo make him to be 
God. As, that he can makeholy that which 
is unholy, pardon fins, &c. Perkins 1 Vol. 
400.1. and they give Divine Worſhip to 
creatures, and fo make them their Gods. 
The ſecond Commandment concerneth the 
outward worlhip of God, or the form and 
manner of his worſhip. This Command- 
ment they have clean put out of the Deca» 
logue, and to fill up the number, they divide 
the laſt into two, The {cope of this Com- 
mandment is, that no Image is to be made 
et God, nor any worſhip performed to him 
kim in an Image, Dext.4.15,16, But they teach 
it lawtul to- niake Images of the true God, 
ahd to; worſhipehim in them, and that there 
544 Religious worthip due to them, Belaym, 
de- imag. ſanit. ib. 2. cap. 21, And in the 
ſecond Nigen Council it was decreed, that the 
Image of God: (hould be worlhipped ww the | 

ame 
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ſame worſhip that is due untu God, Their 
pradQice is an(werable to their DoArine : for 
they worſhip the Images of God, of Chriſt, 
the Saints, the wooden Croſs, yea, a piece of 
bread. 

C, They ſay, that they do net worſhip 
the images, but God, Chriſt, and the Saints in 
the image. 

M. Suppoſe that this were true, yet in {6 
doing, they commit groſs Idolatry, and the 
ſame that the people of Iſrael did, for which 
God plagued them greatly, Exod. 32.5, 28, 
I think there is none fo very a Calf, as to 
think that they did worſhip the Calf it (elf. 
The Calf was but a repreſcutation of God 3 
' and yet they ſinned greatly in making it, and 
worſhipping God in-it. The Heathen in 
times paſt could ſay as much for themſelves, 
conceruing their worſhipping of Images, as 
the Papilts now do:and yet as they were Ido» 
laters, ſo arc the Papiſts: for as touching their 
ſuperſtition and 1Idolatry, blood cannot be 
more like to blood, or an egg to an egg, then 
the one of them is to another, The Heathen 
had for every Nation and Province, ſome pe+» 
culiar god. Among them, the Elements had 
their leveral gods to rule over them. The 
Heathen had a certain god aſligned to their 
cattel, The Heathen had pceuliar gods for

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learning and learned men ; and for handy*+ 
crafts 'men. And all theſe have the Papiſts 
likewiſe. The Heathen erecd Altars, ors 
dined Prieits to offer Sacritices, fcll down 
betoxe their Idpls, &c. So the Papiſts deck 
and adorn their Images, go on Pilgrimage 
to them, fall down upon their knees before 
them, and make their prayers unto them. 

And what is all this, but to worſhip the very 
images themfetves, the which is moſt groſs 
Idotatry > Mxſculus on Pſal. 16, verſe 4.pag. 
139, 140, Virels grounds, pag-$7. to 92. At« 
zerſol on Philemon, pag.

The helps and furtherances of Gods Wor- 
ſhip are ſpecially two; Vows and Falling. 
Fhe Papiſts make thele to be parts of Gods 
- Worſhip; yea, they make faſting to be a 
work of ſatisfaction to Gods Tuſtice, for the 
temporal puniſhment of ſin, and a meritori- 
ous work, Rhem, on 1 Cor. 15. Sed, 7. Perk, 
1 Vol, 596. Synopſis Papiſini, The ſixth ge» 
neral Controvertie, queſt, 3,4.

C. Do they teach and pratiiſe any thing 
contrary to the Commandments following ? 

M. Yes, The third Commandment cons» 
cerneth the glorifying of Gods Name in the 
whole courle of our life, They teach men + 

; to 
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to give the glory which is proper to God, t9 
creatures, as tothe Virgin Mary, the Pope,ee, 
They teach it lawful to {wear by Saints, and 
not by God only. They maintain perjury, 
becauſe they teach with one conlent, that 
one being examined, may anſwer doubtful- 
ly againit the dire&t intention of the Exami- 
ner, framing another meaning to himſelf in 
the doubtfulncls of his words. As for ex- 
ample, A man is asked whether he were not 
ſuch a day at the Mals, in ſuch a place ? 
They affirm that he may ſay no, and ſwear 
unto it (although he were at it) reſerving 
this to himſelf; not with purpoſe to reveal it 
to the Examiner : whereas ( in the very Law 
of nature ) he that takes an Oath, ſhould 
ſwear according to the intention of him that 
hath power to Adminiltcr an Oath: and 
that in Truth, Judgment and Rightcoul- 
nels, Jer. 4. 2. They are allo cgregious bla» 
{phcmers of Gods Name, They have utter- 
cd moſt horrible blaſphemics concerning the 
Scriptures, Sce Doctor Wiilets four Pillars 
of Papiltry , pag. 49. to 61, The -hfth 
Commandment requireth ſubjeaion and4 
obedience to Superiors, and namely, to 
Kings and Princcs, who are Supream and 
next under Chrift, Rom. 13.1,2. 1Peti2.13, 


They teach that the Pope is Supream head 
E 4 over 
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over all perſons, &c. that he oweth no ſub- 

jection ro Kings and Princes, but hath 

power to make them, and to put them 

down at his pleaſure. The Pope and his 

Clergy will not be in ſubjcion to them, 

bur rather exerciſe Lordſhip over them. The 

Popes Supremacy was unheard of and un-+ 
known, till the year of Chriſt Six hundred, 

It was firſt broached by the murtbering Em-' 
perox Phocas , at the ambitious deſire of the 

proud Boniface. the thixd, about the year 
Six hundred and ſeven. And ſince that 

time, the Popes have ſhewed thcir intoler- 
able pride, in their behavior towards Prin- 
ces. , The Pope in his writings calls himſelf, 
Servus ſervorum Dei, The ſervant of Gods 
ſervants : but in his a&ions, he will be Do» 
minus deminorum, the Lord of Lords : 
wherein he plainly ſheweth himſclf ro be 
that man of fin and Antichriſt , which cx+ 
alteth himſelf above all that is called God, 
2 Theſ.2, 4. This may be fhewed by many 
examples. 

Alexander the Third, did tread upon the 
neck of the Emperor Frederick, the Firlt, 
blaſphcmouſly abuſing the words of the 
Pſalm, Tbou ſhalt tread upon the Lyon & Adder, 
&c.Ats and Monuments,p.185 . Pope Celejtine 
crownedHenry the fifth with histoot,& with 


his - 
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his foot ſpurned it off again, ibid. 221, The 
Papiſts alſo teach and maintain diſobedience 
to Parentsz for, thcy tcach that it is lawful 
for the Child, being a Roman Catbolick, to 
deny his duty to his Parents, being Here» 
ticks. And as the Scribes and Phariſces 
taught , that it the Children did bring to 
their Corban ( that is, their Treaſury ) though 
they negle&cd their Parents, yet they were 
free; ſo they teach children to give that 
they have to Monafterics,&-c. wherewith they 
ſhould relieve thcir Parents, Baucanus Coms 
mon placcs, pag. 901»

C. Do they te=ch and pradifſe any thing con» 
trary to the ſixth Comn. andment ? 

M. Ycs., the fixth Commandment for- 
biddeth us to kill, or kurt any man. Thcy 
teach it lawtul fur Subjects not only to riſe 
up againſt, but cven to kill their Priuces the 
Lords Anointed C it they be excommunica- 
ted by the Pope) ard that it is a meritori- 
ous work fo to do. This with other fuch 
like Deviliſh DoCrincs, ard the Authors 
thereof, axe to be {een more at large in Br- 
canus Common placcs, concerning Magi» 
ſirates: and in Maſter Taylor on Fſal. 32. paz. 
208,209, | C. Can 
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C. Can you name any that have put it 
- bu pratiice ? | 
 M. Yes, Pope Gregory the ſeventh, called 
Hildebrand, hired one to kill the Emperor, 
A Monk poiſoned King Fobn, Henry the 
third, King of France, was lain by a Frier.. 
Yea, Pope Sixtus Duintns highly commend- 
ed the Fricr for doing it. Henry the fourth 
of France was alſo ſlain by a Papiſt. Many 
of them, ( yea of their Prieſts and Jeſuites ) 
have attempted to kill our Jate Queen Elizs- 
beth, and our King Famer, with all his royal 
iſſue, and that atter a moſt barbarous man- 
ner. Theſe Popiſh Traytors may very hily 
be compared to that baſe and unnatural bird 
the Cuckow ; who though he be hatchcd, fed 
and brought up by a little bird, yet he de- 
voureth both the natural young ones, and alſo 
the dam her (cIt. 

C. Are there none that teach and pradiiſe the 
killing of Princes but Papiſts f 

M. This Dodtrine was never maintained 
by any Hereticks ( bclides the Papilis ) as 
our moſt Chriſtian and Learned King, hath 
ſhewed in a ſpcech of his, uttered in the 
Parliameat-houſe, in the year One thouſand 
ix hundred and tive, by occaſion of the Gun» 
powder Treaſon. - And herein you may lee 


how contrary they are both to the Dudrine 
. and 
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and praQice of the Prophets, Chriſt, and his 
Apoſiles, who both taught and praGtiſed 
ſubjection, even to wicked and Idolatrous 
Princes, and did never ſo much as attempt 
to hurt them. As for example, Saul wasa . 
wicked King, forſaken of God, and one that 
did moſt cruelly perſecute David, who was 
anointed to be King after him. At two 
ſeveral times the Lord delivered Sant info 
his hands, {o that he might ( without any 
reſiſtance ) have killed him; yea, Abiſhat 
deirred that he might ſirike him but once 
with his ſpear. But what faid David ? 
Toxch him not , for who can lay bis baud on 
.the Lords anointed, and be guiltleſs ? Nay, 
his heart {mote him for cutting off the skirt 
of Sauls Robe, 1 Sam, 24 4, 5,6,&c. chap, 
26.8, 9, &c, And afterwards, when one 
brought tidings to David that he had ſlain 
Saul, what did David? Did he commend 
him for it, as the Pope did the Frier? No, 
he cauſed him to be lain for his labor, 
2 Sam. 1.14,15, 16, Now what think you 
of David ? 

C. He was a man after Gods own heart, in» 
dued with the $ pirit of God, 

M. It is moſt true, and therefore the Pa- 
piſts ( which both teach and practiſe the 
cortrary ) are indued with the ſpirit of Sa» 
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tan. S, Paxl ſaith, that to forbid marriag 
and meats, is a Docrine of Devils, x Tim 
4- 1,3- It that be a DoAwne of Devil 
then much more is this. In the tixth Com 
mandment is allo condemned all cruelty 
yet herein they exceed aid excel al 
others, And this is a ſpecial note of ; 
falſe Religion 3 and yet this is one fpecig| 
means whereby Popery is upheld. See Tay 
lor on Pſal, $2. pag. 204. to 208. Solomy 
deſcribes an harlot by three propertics, cru: 
elty, treachery., and flattery , Prov. 2+ 16, 
17,18, As a diſhoneſt and unchaſt woman 
is thus diſcerncd, ſo is a corrupt Religion, 
And theſe are very badges and Enfigns of 


the Whore of Babylon : Where they get the 
ſward, they ſhew- all cruelty: where their 
power faileth , they work by treachery: 
where this ſpeedeth not, they will deceive 
by flattery and hypocritie. See the Preface to 
Dr. Wilets Treatiſe on the Epiltle of S. Fwde,

C. What do they teach and prattiſe contrary 
tothe ſeventh Commandment ? 
M. They hold and tcach, that Marriage 


is unlawiul in the Clergy : and that the Mar: 
riag! 
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lagt riage of Miniſters is the worſt fort of Incon- 


tincnce and Fornication, Rhem. on 1 Cor, 
7.9. Sri. 8. Whercas Marriage is the re- 
medy ag2in(t Fornication, 1 Cor.7, 2. They 
allow tis Priclts to keep harlots, ( rather 
theo to Marry } fo they do it cloſely: for 
this Cavcat is given them: $7 non caſte, ta 
men cate, If thou canit not live chaſtly, 
thou naylt keep a whore warily. And what 
unclcaniet. and filthineſs hath been Ommit- 
ted by many Popes and Popilh Prieſts, all the 
world knoweth. A traſt hercot, I will give you 
in a few Examples. 

Pope Fohn the thirteenth was an Adul- 
terer, and an inceſtuous perſon, Being found 
without the City with another mans wife, he 
was {0 wounded of her husband, that within 
cight days after he died, AQts and Monu- 
ments, pag- 143. Pope Sixtxs the fourth 
creed at Rome a Stews of double abomina» 
tion, not only of women, but alſo of men, 
Ibid. 6, pay. 667. Alexander the fixth com- 
mitted inceſt with his own daughter Lxcre- 
tia, Guicciardine,lib, ;. Innocentius the eighth 
had divers baltards, and boaſted of them. 
See Willet oa Jude, pag. 188. They had 
one Pope that did beget no child, but was 
begotten with child, and brought it forth in 
going on procethion 3 and that was Pope Fobn 

the 
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the eighth, who proved to be Fore, and not 
Fobu. This they deny, but there was of 
late years written a book by M.Alexander 
Cooke, and another writen in Latine by a 
ſtranger, whercin they prove ( and that out 
of Popiſts Writers ) that there was ſuch a 
one. For they ſufficiently prove themſclves 
to be men indeed, in begetting Baſtards. *It 


iS an old ſaying, It muſt needs be a holy Pro. - 


cefſion, where the Devil bears the Croſs: ſo 


it muſt necds be an holy, chaſt and pure 


Church, that hath ſuch unholy, impure, un+ 
chafte, and filthy heads, as many Popes have 
been. And as were the heads, ſuch was the 
reſt of the body, Their Monaſteries and 
Monkiſh Cells were detected of moſt infa- 
mous Inceſts, Fornications, &c. as doth ap- 
pear in the inquifition made in the time of 
King Henry the cighth, Prefat. Bal ei, de atiis 
Roman. Pontif, Sce a little book { lately ſet 
forih ) called the Friers Chronicle. Contrary 
fo the eighth Commandment are the Popes 
Bulls, Indulgences and pardons for {in 3 and 
all for mony. They (ll ſuch things as are 
not to be (old, namcly, remithon ot fins, and 
the merits by which men may come to the 
Kingdom of Heaven. But no peny, no 
Pater noſter, Synopſis Papiſmi. Controverſie 14, 
part. 3. Popes Bulls and Indulgences (where- 

in 
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in is given abſolution from the guilt of tems» 
poral puniſhment ) were not known to the 
Catholick Church, for One thouſand years 


and more after Chrilt, Perk, 2, vol. 58g. 


And herein they maintain licenciouſfneſs 3 
for what need one care what fin he commit» 
reth, when for a little mony he may have a 
Pardon for it ? 

One Roger Holland ( ſometime a Papiſt ) 
ſaith thus, I was of this your blind Religion, 
having liberty under your Auricular Con- 
ſe{lion, I made conſcience of fin, but truſted 
to the Pricſts abſolution 3 he allo tor mony, 
doing ſyume pennance far me ;- which after I 
had given, 1 cared no further what offences 
1 did; no more then he cared, aftcr he had 
my mony, whether he faſted with bread or 
watcr for me or no, Acts and Monuments,

C. Shew me alſo, I pray you, nhat they 
teach and praciiſe contrary to the two laſt Come 
mandments, 

M. The ninth Commandment condemns 
all lying, and diſhmulation, rayling, mock- 
ing, &c. They maintain <quivocation, 
which (as the Sccular Pricſts have faid ) 
( Buodlibes 
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( Quodliber 2. Art. 4. pag. 6.) you may 
terw in plain Engliſh, lying, and COS pINg. 
They are notorious lycrs, and flandercrs, 
raylers, and mockers, Wilet on Fude, pag. 
195+ & 205+. 212, They have faltihed mens 
writings, putting in, and putting out what 
they pleaſe, as is to be ſeen, in their Index 
explegatorius, Sce Perk, 2 vol. page, 489, &c, 

There have been in times paſt games ap- 
pointed for lying. If there were any fuch 
now, the Papiſts would carry the Whet-tione 
from all the Hercticks in Chriſtendom. The 
tenth Commandment condemneth Original 
Corruption, and the very evil thoughts and 
luſts of the heart without conſent, 

They tcach, that concupiſcence in it ſelf is 
not fin. Theſe are the very words of the 
Council of Trent; This concupiſcence 
( which the Apoſtle ſometime calleth lin ) 
the holy Synod deelareth, that the Catholick 
Church did never underſtand to be called fin, 
becauſe it is truly and properly' fin in the rc- 
generate, but becauſe it cometh of fin, and 
enclineth unto fin; If any man think the 
contrary, let him be accurſed, Sefſ, 5. cap. 1, 
de pec. orig. Whercin, they both decree a- 
gainſt the Apolile himſe}t, Rom.7. 23. and 
alſo they gain ſay themſelves; for if this 
concupilſcence boil of Original fin, as out of 
a 
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a fountain, and that is damuable : It follow- 
eth, that concupiſcence or luſt is alſo fin bee 
fore God, and doth deſerve condemnation, 
They ſay, that in the regenerate It is venial. 
But this is an undoubted principle, that all 
fins in themſelves and their own nature are 
mortal. And concerning this venial ſin, it 
was not known among the Fathers for Se- 
ven hundred years after Chriſt. And thus 
you ſee what groſs things they both teach 
and praQiſe contrary to the Commandments 
of God : whereby it plainly appeareth, that 
Popery cannot be of God, for thus I reaſon y/ 
Whatſoever Religion doth teach things con- 
trary to the Commandments of God, is not 
of God : but Popery doth fo, and therefore 
it is not of God, and ſo by good conſequence, 
Papiſts cannot be good Catholicks. 
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C. Hitherto you bave ſhewed, that the Pa- 
piſts teach many things contrary to the Creed tbe , 
Sacraments, and the ten Commandments, now 
tell me, I pray you,whbether they teach any thing 
contrary to the Lords Prayer ? | 

M. They do likewiſe teach and praQtiſe 
many things contrary thereunto, 1 will but 
only name ſome of them. The Lords Prayer 

F teacheth 
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teacheth ns to call vupon God only, They 


teach and practiſe prayer to Saints. In the 
firſt Petition, we pray for the hallowing of 
Gods Name. They give unto Saints depart- 
ed, that which is proper to Gud, and fo di- 
ſhonox Gods Name. In the ſecond Petition, 
we pray for the creQing of Gods Kingdom of 
Grace in our hearts, and alſo for the means 
thereof, namely, the preaching and hearing 
of Gods Word. They hinder the coming 
of Gods Kingdom, in rejzeQing the Word of 
God, and in perlccuting ſuch as will preach, 
hear, and read it, Contrary to the third 
Petition is their Dofrine'ot Free-will. Con- 
trary to the fifth Petition is their DoArine of 
ſatistaction for fin. In the fxth Petition, 
we pray for ſtrength to withſtand Satan and 
his temptations, They teach people to drive 
away the Devil with holy water, and ſuch 
like childiſh toys. Theſe and other ſuch like 
things, they teach and praRtife contrary to the 
Lords Prayer.

ligion,and the Religion of the preſent Church 
ot Rome, are all one for {ubliance, and that 
they may be united, but they are pgroſly de- 
ccived, for an union of theſe two Religions 
can never be made, more then the union of 
light and darknels; and that becaufe the 
Church of Rome ( as hath at large been 
ſhewed ) hath ſtruck at the very tounda- 
tion, 

C. If Popery be ſo contrary to tbe very grown 1s 
of Religion, then, what is the cauſe that ſy many 
( yea, of the more wiſe and learned ſort) do em- 
brace and cleave to it ? 

M. One (pecial cauſe of it is, that becauſe 
men will not receive the love of the Truth; 
therefore” God wiil (end them ttrong .delu- 
fon, that they ſhould belicve a lie, 2 Theſ; 2, 
10, 11» | | 

A ſecond cauſe is, ignorance of the,Sert- 
ptures, and of the grounds of Religion, tor 
it mcn would well acquaint themſclves here- 

F 2 with, 
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with, they ſhould eaſily ſee the groſsneſs of 
Popery. 

A third cauſe is, that Popery Is very a» 
greeable and pleaſing to mans corrupt na- 
ture; As for example, to be juſtified by our 
good works, to have Images to Worſhip 
God in, to live in Ignorance, to have par- 
dons for our fins, to ſerve God in outward 
Ceremonies, as in choice of meat, difference 
of days,&c. Thele are things very agreeable 
and pleaſing to our corrupt nature,and there- 
fore one eſpecial cauſe why ſo many embrace 
Popery. 

A fourth cauſe is, the tyranny of the 
Church of Rowe, whoſe chief means to uphold 
her Religion, is fire and ſword : for were it 
not for this, many thouſands in a few years 
would utterly renounce Popery. 

A fifth cauſe, why ſo many ( eſpecially 
of the Learned ) do embrace it, is pomp 
and profit 3 that is, ambition and covetouſ- 
neſs. 

This was that which made the Scribes and 
Phariſees (even againſt their own knowledg,) 
to withſtand Chriſt and his Goſpel. 

. - And this makes many learned Papiſis to do 
- the like. They know (no doubt ) that in ſome 
things they err:as it doth appear by the words 
of Stephen Gardiner on his death- bed. . 

# t The 
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The Biſhop of Cbichifler ſeeing him to be 
in a deſperate caſe, comforceth him with the 
hope of remiſſion of fins by the merits of * 
Chriſt. Gardiner hercunto anſ{wereth thus ; 
What, will*you open that gap now.? you 
may ſpeak it to me, and to ſuch as are in my 
caſe; but if you teach it ro the people, then 
farewell all; meaning our authority, pomp.

things. | 
Every one now that is under the juriſdi- 
Qion of the Pope, is not to be counted a Pa- 
piſt ; for there are ſome, even in Ttaly, Spain, 
&c. that hold the Grounds of Religion, do 
ſigh and grone under the Romilh yoke, and 
deſire to be freed from it, yea, would rejoyce 
to lee it, 
Again , there may be ſome, that (for 
3-2 want 
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want'of knowledge, and the means theroof, 
are entangled with ſome points of Papery, 
Þur 'yet they hold rhe foundation, which 1s 
Chriſt Jeſus, and look to be (aved by his 
merits, and not by their own, or any others. 
Stich we account not Papiſts, but the true 
Church and children of God. But by Pas» 
piſts, we mean ſuch as cleave faft to the Pope 
in Religion, are in all things obedient to him, 
will not be reclaimed from their errors, re- 
faſe'ro hear the Word of God, to read the 
Scriptures, or any other good books. Of

CC. Is the Church of England the true 
Charch ? 
M. Yes, 
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M, Ycs, for it hath the ſpecial marks of che 
true Church : namely, the Word of God tin- 
cerely and ſoundly preached, and the Sacra» 
mients rightly ad miniſtred. 

C. The Papiſis ſay,that there are diverſuies of 
opinions among us, that we eannot agree 4- 
mong our ſelves, and that therefore: we are not 
the true Charch. 

M. In all ſubſtantial points of Religion, 
we agree both amongſt our elves, and alſo ' 
with all other found Proteſtants in Chriſten- 
dom. In other things there have bcen, are, 
and will be diverſitics of opinions, and dif- 
ferences to the worlds end. They ſhould firſt 
pluck out the beam of their own eycs; for we 
can truly charge them with greater differen- 
ces: As namely, with that ſharp and bloody 
contention between the Franciſcans and the 
Dominicans 3 and with the late bittcr con+ 
tention between the Jefuites and the ſecular 
Priclis: wherein the Prictts &id write as bit- 
terly againſt the Jcluites (and namcly, againft 
Parſons ) as ever did any Proteftant : nay 
there was never any Protcilant writer that did 
lay ſuch foul and odious crimes to their charg, -. 
as the Pricfts did. And herein they verificd 
che old proverb, When thieves #411 by the 
ears, true men come to have their goods. For . 
orc diflention that is among, us, they have 
E 4 (at 
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( at leaſt) ten among themſelyes. D.#/'iet 
(in his fourth Pillar of Papiftry ) hath ſet 
down at large : 

Firſt, the contradiQtions and divers opini- 
ons of old Papiſts and new. 

Secondly, The contradictions of the Je- 
ſuites amongſt themſelves. 

Thirdly, that their ſtouteſt Champion, Bel» 
larmine, is at variance with himſelt, ſhame» 
fully forgettinghimſclf, ſaying and unſaying :; 
now of one opinion,by and by of another. And 
no marvel, , Oportes enim mendacem eſſe 
memorem. A lycr had need to have a goud 
memory. . 

Fourthly, he ſheweth the repugnances, in» 
conveniences , and inconſcquent opinions 
which Popiſh Religion hath in it ſelt. And 
thus you ſee, how they charge us with that, 
- whercin themſcIves arc molt taulty,

'C. Are there none among us, that maintain 
any firauge and uew opinions, contrary #0 tbe 
grounds of Religion ? 

M. 1f there be any ſuch, our Church doth 
not approve of them, but rather cenſure and 
puniſh them, - 

* C. There be ſome that profeſs the former, 
pu ground: 
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grownds of Religion as we do, and yet ſay that 
there is no true Church among ns : and there« 
fore will not joyn with us in prayers, bearing the 
Word , ard. in the uſe of the Sacraments, 
but ſeparate themſelves from us > what ſay you 
of ſuch ? 

M. 1 fay, that they are poſſeſſed with the 
ſpirit of pride and ſingularity 3 and that in fo 
dving, they do even deny theſe Articles of 
Faith, the Catholick Church, and the Com- 
munion of Saints, and are ſuch as the Apoftle 
ſpeaks of, Rom. 16. 17. Heb. 10. 25,39. Ma- 
fier Perkins ( in his hift Vol. pag. 409.) calls 
them a ſchiſmatical and undiſcreet company, 
and faith, that they are full of pride, think- 
ing themſelves to be full, when they are em» 
pty 3 to have all knowledg when they are 
ignorant, and have need to be catechiſed. 
Another ſaith thus of them : The error of 
thoſe men is. full of evil, yea cf blaſpherny, 
who do it ſuch manner make a departure- 
from this Church, as if Ckriſt were quite ba» 
niſhed from” hence, and that there could be 
no hope of falvaticn to thoſe that abide here. 
And further he faith, that if they cannot find 
Chriſt here, they ſhall find him no where. The 
errors of theſe men you may ſee in a little 
Treatile ſet forth by M.Barnerd, called, The ' 
Separatiſfts $chiſm, 
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C. I pray ſhew me ſome example, that they 
ought not to ſeparate themſelves from us, and 
that they do fin in ſo doing. 

M. In the Church of Corizth, the inceſtu- 
ous man was not puniſhed 3 fornication was 
lightly regarded, yea, there were ſome that 
even denied the Reſurrection, yet S.Pawul doth 
account and call them the Church and Saints, 
he doth not per{wade any to make a ſepara- 
tion, but doth plaiply rebuke them, and ſhew- 
eth how they ſhould puniſh the evil doer. I 
ſpeak not this to excuſe any groſs fin that 
reigneth amongſt us; (for I wiſh that the 
ſame might be ſeverely puniſhed ) but to 
ſhew, that where the Word is truly preached, 
and the Sacraments rightly adminifirced ( as 
in our Church they are ) none ought for any 
cauſe to ſeparate themſelves: And, that ſuch 
as doit, do fin gricvouſly, 1 will (hew you by 
* a familiar example. A mother conceiveth 
and bringeth forth a ſon, ard that with great 
travel and pain : Sic traineth him up to mans 
eſtate, and that not without great care and 
labor ; This ſon at length eſpying ſome ſpot 
and blemiſh, or ſome intirmity im his mother, 
forſaketh her, and will not acknowlcdg her 
fo be his mother, what would you now think 
of him ? 

C. Snrely I ſhould think ſuch a one to 

be 
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he a rery wicked and unnatural ſon. 

M. Evin fuch are they, who ( for ſome 
ſeeming faults in our Church ) deny it to be a 
true Church, and do ſeparate themſelves from 
it; whereas this Church hath conceived 
them, brought them forth, and nouriſhed 
them. For if cyer they were truly begotten 
unto Chriſt, and born a new, it hath been by 
our Church , and cur Miniſtery, by which 
likewiſe they have been trained up, and 
brought to that Knowledge which they 
have. 
C. There are many amongſt 'us that make 
great profeſſion of Religion, but 1] can ſte no 
good works come from them : nay, they are not 
only barren in good works, but alſo live in ſome 
one groſs ſin or other. Are theſe the truc 
Church, and true Catbolicks # 

M. Though they live in the Church, yet
